ASsor early 19:8 there was no rationing on Sakhalin. Since almost everything 
could be vurchased at government stores, there was uo private business or back 
yarket, Only Soviet snips visited the ports to bring rice, galt, flour, sugars 
eammed foods and clothing, and lead dried and salted fish for Viadivostak. There 
were shortaces in the stores of potatmes and vecubables, but these could be 
purchased from the local inhabitants at two to three ties the governnent price. 
Often fishermen grew their own potatoes, radishes, barley, cabbage, andi onions. 
AlLLougn there were no restaurants, there vere govermient-cued stores where tine 
aml vodka could be bought and consumed. Representative government prices in 
Oeteber 1949 were as follows:

Travel could not be undertaken except 
on Sundays, when fishermen often traveled from Maoka ta Honto without vernaitse 
One tigherman went to a hosvital at Toyohara (Yushno-Sakhalinsk) (1i2<qui, h6=57} 
with a vases issued by his superiors, hen identification was required, the 
nontraeh was sufficient. There was no curfew on the island: however, Korcans in

About 70 vercent of the Korcans hera were engaged 
jn fishinc, 20 xercent in work at the railroad carrying lumber, eight percent 
in shipoiag, and the rest as barbers, ohotegraphers,and hotel nanagers. Although 
there Was no rationing, each customer was linited to five kilos on sach purchase; 
vet he aould return several tines during one day. A small nly which was ahout 
half a mile northwest of the nain street, was a restricted zons.
